for the comfort of foreiga visitors wore 
some of tho means availablo for attracting 
gold to the country, Mr Ogirio moved that 
tho Minister and ‘Vico-Minister of Agi- 
culture and Commerce, the Minister of 
Finance, and Viscount Kaneko, Dircctor 
of the coming Tokyo Exhibition, should 
ho invited to uttend the meeting and that 
the view of the Government on this quer 
tion should be ascertained, «Mr Asalin 
seconded, and the mation was carried. 

Ttis all delightfully vague. What thoso 
members expect the Government todo is 
not clear. Perhaps: tho provision of a 
number of free hotels would attract visi- 
tors, but in that caso we do not know,

THE TYPHOON SHELTER. 


‘ EXPENSIVE sCHEME 
PROPOSED. 


The Government’a proposals in rogard to 
& new typhoon shelter camo up for dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the General Com- 
mittea of tho Hongkong Champer of Com- 
merce hell on March 27, 

* The: following letter from the Colonial 
Soceretary was read :— 

Sir,—It will be within the recollection 
of the Chamber of Commerce that in 1904 
this Government reforred ta them the pro- 
posal to construct a new Typhann Refuge 
at Mongkuktsui, and that the Chimbor in 
reply advocated the Refuge should bo 
situated at Chuung-Sha-Wan, 2. Since the. 
typhoon of 18th S ptember, 1606, the ques- 
tion has buon again ‘beforothe Governmont: 
and the Typhoon Reliof Committos, “the 
Chinese Stovedores and tho Public Works 


Committes having declarol thomselves ia jl 


favour of n Refuge nt Mangkoktsui, a de- 
tailod ostimate of the cost of the latter has 
been prepwed. The former estimate was 
only a rough calculation st n..given price’ 
per foot run to enable » comparison to bo 
made between tho cost uf several break- 
waters at different sites that had been sug- 
gested, and it is, catimated that making 
provision for incrensed solidity due to the 
oxperiences of the typhoon of 1906 and for 
considerable advance in prices, an breakwa- 
ter at Mongkoktsui to enclose 166 vores of 
sheltered wator will cost $1,540,000, 3 
This schewe has been considered by the 
Public- Works Committop whose report’ 
thereon is enclosed. It will be observed 
that they recommend tho scheme and 
further suggest that pending ita comatruc- 
tion the accommodation in the Causeway, 
Bay Shelter bo inercased ly deepening the 
aren therein which dried at low water, 
This latter will bo undertaken forthwith at 
an estimated cost of $70,000, 4. The total 
estimated cost of those improvements is 
$1.610,000, and inasmuch as they will 
largely benefit the shipping which frequents 
the port by affording grestor protection to 
all classes of cargo hats und lighters 
and by obviating tho delays, which, 
as pointed out in your prodecessor’s letter 
of the 16th July, 1904, qro occasioned hy 
the necesury early. cessttion of work of 
cargo boats aud lighters ‘which on the first 
wurniog of a typhoon have to avek shelter 
lest they bo shut out of the inadequate 
rofuge at Causeway Bay, the Governor 
deems it reasonable that portion of the 
cost, should be recovered from a spccint 
tux on shipping. 5. In these circumstan- 
ces the: Governor,, with the advice of tho 
Executivp Council, has decided to ask the 
mnction of tho Secretary of State for the 
Colonies to defray half this cost out of the 
Colony’s reserves und at the same time His 
Excellency proposes to towpornrily increase 
light -dues on ocean going vesstls to 2b 
cents per ton and on rivet steamers to fiye- 
sixths ofa cent per tonfor ench entry by

A remarkablo story of piracy atid murder 
was told hy tourists, from. thy Gilbert Is- 
lands. Recently an Unniimed schooner win 


found stranded at. Apamama, Gilbert Is. |- 


lunds. ‘Iwo men, ono only a youth, formed 
the crew, and they declincd an offer of 
assistance, They were very reticent, but 
said that they left Valparaiso on Octobor 
19th for Twhiti. Tt was subsequently tear. 
ed that the achoonér was the “Neuyro 
Tigre” of about 50 tons, which’sailed undor 
the Italian fag and was employed out of 
Callao in the constal trade. Tha tivo men 
were taken to Tarawa and placed under 
arrest, Rg oe ir é 2 2m 
The youngor man snid that he was can 
Englishman, 20 years of ago. His mame was 
Jackson, buthe was known ag Sxerrott, 
His companion, a Belgian, wos Joseph 
Mortimer, 40 years of age. Tho! vessel loft 
Callao with a cargo of coke for codstal ports, 
The crew numbored four, and .comprised 
the captain, the mate, Mortimer, and 
Jackson, the last-named being the cabin- 
boy, Mortimer had planned to take 
the ship after being a few hours at sca. 
When Mortimer attacked the mato from 
behind with a tomahawk and inflicted 
&,severe wound in his arm, tho mate 
grappled with his assailant, and, after a 
desporate struggle, dashed up the rig- 
ging. Tho captain then came on deck. 
Ho was defenceless, and was struck on 
the head with a tomahawk by Mortimer, 
and rendered unconscious, Mortimer so- 
cured a riffe from the captain's cabin and 
threntened to shoot the mate if he did not 
jump overboard, ‘The mato attempted to 


pacify Mortimer, but was forced to jump 


into, the son, He swam towards the shore, 
but disappeared in a few minutes, and was 
Spparently drowned. Tho captain, when 
he recovered his sensex, was given tho 
option of heing shot or jumping overboard, 
He immediately dived into the sea. Inck- 
son, who was a witness of the terrible 
scene, threw u plank to the captain. 
Jnckson thought that the captain did 
not notice the plank, and was drowned, 
Tho vessel was then 14 miles off the const. 
Mortimer made Jackson Promise-to stund 
by him. . Tho cargo of coke was jettisoned, 
and tha name of the vossel was erased, 
Mortitner” said he would call tho schooner 


“White Rose” and sail to Australin, 


whore he would sell her. Neither of the 
mon ‘knew much about navigation, and 
always sailed with the wind. At 8 o'clock 
one morning they brought up at the island 
of Apumama. The vessel wont well on to 
a reef and became a hopeless wreck. The 
nucn were ignorant of their position. 

The prisoners will probably be sont to 
Fiji. Information will be gent to Callav, 
snd the prisoners transported, there, 
Mortimer refused to say anything, Both 
men had’ been shipmates in a Chilian 
warship.
